Pittt.a Delphi a, February 13th.—Of the 
684 lunatics confined in the insane asylum 
building which was destroyed by lire" last 
night there are many missing, but it is 
thought that most of them wandered away. 
At 9 o’clock this morning two more charred 
bodies were found in ward No. 2. They 
bad been roasted beyond ail recognition. 
Several human forms can be seen in the 
burning wreck in the cellars. It is now 
thought that twenty-eight of the inmates 
perished. That number of violent patients 
were locked in a ceti on the third tfexvr, and 
could not be reached. 
Flight of them have 
been taken out, and the others have not 
been accounted for. There seems to be no 
doubt that they are lost, and that their re­ 
mains arc among the ruing. During the 
night many insane persons were found 
wandering in different parta of the city— 
some nearly naked. The poor creatures 
generally seemed unable to understand the 
situation, and. in some cases, begged their 
captors piteously net to throw them into 


the 
river. 
Others seemed to take it 
as a grand joke, and 
langhed glee­ 
fully when the subject 
of 
the 
lire 
was mentioned. 
Another came living 
down South street early this morning with 
a ntanaele attached to his wrist ami a few 
links of eiiain dangling from it. 
He 
shrieked and laughed as he struck right 
and left among the frightened people. 
I t 
was found necessary to use violence and 
knock him down before he could be se­ 
cured. Another madman caused a panic 
in a strect-car by rushing in half clad and 
witii his face scorched and blackened. He 
sank cowering in a corner. 
It was soon 
found that he was more frightened than 
those who ran away. A report that the 
stie ts were full of escaped maniacs caused 
much alarm in West Philadelphia, and 
strangers look upon each other with much 
distru-t. 
Firemen are still working in the 
ruins. They are weary and half frozen, 
eacli man's helmet and coat appearing hard 
as armor, but the search for bodies lias 
continued steadily. There appears to have 
been a great deal of mi necessary trouble 
caused by rotten hose and scarcity in the 
water supply.

Some people, on every occasion when op­ 
portunity offers, take pains to remove all 
th e stones they can see from the soil in 
their gardens. 
Perhaps it m ight not be 
too much to say, says the Gardening Ilhis- 
tratcd, that, nine tim es in ten, m ischief is 
done rather than good by the practice, 
Btoncs in soil serve more than one useful 
purpose. 
W hen 
lyin g on 
the surface 


they act as a mulch, checking evaporation. 
T heir slow decay and disintegration by the 
frost and the action o f the elem ents con­ 


tribute to the replacem ent o f the food e x ­ 
tracted from the soil by the roots of plants. 
W hen the staple of the soil is a still' clav 
their action is particularly beneficial, as 


they break up its coherency and modify 
the texture. 
Professor W rightson, in his 
handbook on “ A griculture,” says: “ Many 
soils now worked as ligh t lands would he 
unworkable clay were they not lightened 
up and divided by countless stones.” 
it 
is true, light, stony soils soon dry up, the 
water easily percolating through 
them, 
and, subsoil being generally o f the same 
character, water is soon drained away. 
Furl her, stones absorb no moisture, the 
am ount of m oisture absorbed by the soil 
being 
in 
the 
inverse 
ratio 
(other 
tilings being equal) to the quantity of 
stones it contains. 
P ut 
rem oving 
the 
stones w ill not remedy the evil. 
That 
■would not add to the stock of moisture, 
neither would that removal increase the 
quantity of plant food nor enlarge the e x ­ 
tent of" root room. 
W ith regard to the 
last-m entioned particular, the only effect 
o f the removal o f the stones would be to 
m ake the soil shallower. 
There is yet an­ 
other office peri'irmed ly stones in the soil. 
B v breaking its continuity it checks capil­ 
larity, or the upward motion o f its m oist­ 
ure to the surface, thereby indirectly re­ 
tarding evaporation. 
Ilnwbeit, if the sub­ 
soil contained m aterial of sufficient quan­ 
tity and suitable to the end, and it were 
practicable by deep trenching, w ith the 
removal of the stones, to form a soil of 
sufficient depth and suitable texture for 
the healthy, vigorous growth o f plants, 
then the carrying out of the operation 
m ight prove an advantage. 
“ t h e l it t l e b u tter cow.” 
T he following argument for “ the little 
butter co w ” in the Western Rural w ill ap­ 
p ly to any sm all cow if she is a good one, 
just in 
proportion to her yield : 
“ The 
principal object seems to be to breed a cow 
that is the best for milk, butter and beef 
combined, w hich is as hard a job as it is to 
breed a horse for the dray, f irm and ruco- 
horse all in one. 
Some object to the Jer­ 
sey because she is too sm all to turn into 
beef when she is too old to m ilk. 
Now, 
then, it is generally admitted that the Jer­ 
sey w ill make two pounds of butter a week 
m ore than most of the large breeds, if not 
all. 
A llow ing such to he, which m y ex ­ 
perience teaches rae it is, two pounds of 
butter a week at 25 cents per pound would 
be 50 cents a week for, say the first six 
m onths, and one pound a week for the next 
three months would make $10 25 in a 
year. 
A llow ing each to he m ilked ten 
years, would make £102 50 in favor of the 
Jersey for butter. 
A t this age put both 
up to fat and the Jersey w ill dress 500 
pounds and the larger cow S00, making 
300 pounds of beef to ofiset £102 50 for 
butter, which makes pretty dear beef, does 
it not? 
T his is allow ing it costs a-s much 
to keep a sm all cow as a large one.” 


THE CANKER WORM. 
According to Professor K iley’s pam phlet 
on the subject, tiiere arc two worms called 
the canker worm, Loth destructive to ap­ 
ple, elm and maple trees, and much alike. 
One is called the spring canker worm, lie- 
cause the moths come out of the ground in 
the spring; 
the other, the fall canker 
worm. 
T he m oths crawl np the tree and 
deposit their eggs upon the buds, where 
the lar vie, on being hatched out, began at 
once to feed upon the tender leaves. 
The 
preventives against their appearance de­ 
pend largely upon the fact that the female 
m oths are wingless, and can only reach the 
tree top by clim bing up the bark. 
T hey 
consist, therefore, principally in surround­ 
ing the trunk of the tree with som ething 
"an obstacle that the worm 


by wind, and in many localities are not 
long-lived. There could he no objection to 
using apple or pear trees for this purj>ose, 
if one is pressed for room. 
A s the trees 
would be in an isolated row there could be 
but little trouble from their l>eing too close 
together. 
If apple trees be selected for 
such a purpose, the more upright-growing 
varieties should be selected. 
Pear trees 
would answer the purpose best. 
On sm all 
places, 
where a perm anent fence is re­ 
quired, fruit trees could in this manner be 
turned to double account.— [Fruit-Grower.

DISSOLVING c o in t r i c k . 
For this trick we require a small tum bler 
made of thin glass, and a dime or other 
small coin which has been previously 
marked, so as to he readily identified. The 
coin is dropped, in full view of the audi­ 
ence, into the glass, over which a handker­ 
chief is thrown, and all are placed on a 
table. 
T he performer then gives out a 
good-sized table-knife 
and 
a plate of 
oranges. 
The knife is exam ined and an 
orange selected. «Returning to the tum ­ 
bler, he bids the coin to leave it and pass 
into th e orange. 
H e removes the hand­ 
kerchief, and it is seen th a t the coin has 
disappeared from the glass, and on cutting 
open the orange it is found in the center. 
For this trick the young conjurer re­ 
quires, first, a prepared tum bler; second, a 
tiny ball of wax. 
Ju st evou with the bot­ 
tom of the tum bler Is a small slit, which 
any glass grinder will cut for a few cents. 
W hen about to pour w ater into the tum ­ 
bler, it is held w ith the hand encircling it 
so th a t th e finger presses into and covers 
the slit. 
A fter the water Is em ptied and 
the tum bler wiped dry, the coin is thrown 
in, and then by slightly tiltin g the glass, 
just 
as 
it is being covered 
by 
the 
handkerchief, 
the 
coin 
will 
drop 
into 
tiie 
hand. 
Before 
beginning 
the 
trick, 
the 
performer 
lightly 
presses the tiny ball of wax upon the low­ 
est button of his vest, so th at he can 
get 
at it just at th e m inute he needs 
it. 
A fter the knife 
has 
been 
ex­ 
amined, and whilst going for tile oranges, 
he picks the wax off its resting-place, 
pressing it firmly upon the center of the 
knife blade, and then, in turn, presses the 
m arked coin upon it, and lavs the knife on 
a table with th e coin side down. 
In cut­ 
ting the orange, the point of the knife is 
used until a cut is made about half-way 
down, and then, to finish, the blade is 
draw n through, thus detaching the coin, 
which will remain inside. 
As some of the 
wax is likely to adhere to the coin, the 
magician easily removes it under pretense of 
w iping off the orange juice.— [H enry H at­ 
ton, in H arper’s Young People. 


CHASED BY A SPIDER. 
The Gentlemann Mtvjtizine describes a 
rem arkable anim al to be found on the 
pampas of Central America, which may 
well be called the king of spiders, 
it be­ 
longs to the Lycoss species, and is a light 
gray, with a black ring around its middle. 
“ W hen a person passes by, say within 
three or four feet of its lurking-place, it 
starts up and gives chase, and will often 
follow for a distance of thirty or forty 
yards. 
I «une once very nearly getting 
bitten by one of the savage creatures. 
R iding at an easy trot over the dry grass, 1 
suddenly oliserved a spider pursuing me, 
leaping swiftly along and keeping up with 
my boast. 
I aimed a blow with my whip, 
and the point of th e lash struck the 
ground close to it, when it instantly 
leaped upon and ran up the lash, and was 
w ithin three or four incites of my hand 
when I flung the whip from me. The gau­ 
chos have a quaint ballad which tells th at 
the city of Cordova wa3 once invaded by 
an arm y of monstrous spiders, and th at 
the townspeople went out, with beating 
drums and flags flying, to repel the inva­ 
sion, and after firing several volleys they 
were forced to turn and flv for tiieir lives.” 


H E R V A L E N T IN E . 


Sn a u .-C p i.tv re .—T he taste for snails as 
food is growing in France. 
The mollusks, 
says a w riter in the Popular Science Month­ 
ly, are regularly cultivated in some of the 
vine-growing districts of the country, but 
the greater part of those with which the 
m arkets are supplied are raised in th e De­ 
partm ent of Auuc. 
Toward the end of the 
summer the snails arc picked up and col­ 
lected in small parks which arc made in a 
corner of the garden or field, and arc sur­ 
rounded w ith an inclosure of sawdust and 
dry triers, which is stocked with arom atic 
plants. 
The park must be regularly vis­ 
ited, particularly in rainy weather, to drive 
in estniys. 
Toward the end of the fall, 
bunches of moss and dry leaves are scat­ 
tered around, in which the snails may hide 
themselves after they have closed their 
shells. 
The. anim als arc then captured, 
packed and sent to m arket. 
The ancient 
Romans cultivated these gasieropods on a 
quite extensive scale. 
T heir parks were 
large and surrounded by water, so that the 
snails could not escape, and an abundant j 
supply of moisture should always be at | 
hand. At fattening-tirae the anim als were 
put in earthem pots pierced with holes 
and rubbed on the inside with flour mixed 
with wine. 
Some 
of them grew to Im* ; 
very large. 
The Romans liked snails !>e- j 
cause they provoked thirst, and gave an 
t x. use for drinking wine.

S t V a le n tin e ’s D a y . 
áeyn tc V alen tin e o f custom e yeere hy yeore, 
Men have an usaunce iu th is regiouue 
To loke and serelie Cupides K aieudere, 
A nd chose th cyr choyse by grete nti'ecioim; 
Such as hen prike w ith Cupides m oeioun, 
T aking th eyr choyse as th cyr lot doth falle. 
But I love tiuLi w h ich ex celletli alle. 


Thus wrote John Lydgate, th e monk of 
Bury, before the year 1410, anil m an y a 
pen since his tim e has, in both prose and 
verse, m ide mention of St. V alentine’s 
Day, and the peculiar customs connected 
w ith it. 
It is a curious fact that no possible con­ 
nection can l>o traced net ween tbe.se varied 
customs and St. V alentine himself. 
Butler tells us in his “ Lives of the 
S ain ts” th at " V alentine was a holy priest 
of Rome, who, w ith St. M arius and his 
family, assisted the m artyrs in the perse­ 
cution under Claudius Ü. 
H e was appre­ 
hended, and sent by the Em peror to the 
Prefect of Rome, who, on finding all his 
attem pts to make him renounce his faith 
ineffectual, commanded him to be beaten 
with cl a I vs, and afterwards beheaded, which 
was executed on February 14, 270. 
Pope 
Ju liu s I. is said to have buik a church 
near Ponte Moles to his memory, which, 
for a long time, gave the name to the gate 
now called Porta del Popolo, formerly 
Porta V alentini. 
T he greater part of his 
remains are now in the church of St. 
Pnlxedes. 
W heatley says that “ V alentine, being 
delivered into the custody of one Asterius, 
he wrought a miracle upon his daughter, 
whom, being blind, lie restored to sight, 
by which means he converted the whole 
family to C hristianity, who all of them 
afterwards suffered for their religion. V al­ 
entine being enrolled among the m artyrs 
of the church, his day was established 
before the time of Gregory the G reat. 
H e 
was a man of most adm irable parts, and 
famous for ins love and charity.” 
The custom of drawing or choosing val­ 
entines seems quite clearly and reasonably- 
traced back to the ancient Superealian 
feasts of Rome, held about the middle of 
February, in honor of Pan and Juno, and 
one ceremony of which consisted in pu t­ 
ting the names of young women into a box, 
from which the men drew them by chance, 
and these lotteries were often the liegin- 
ning of an attachm ent which resulted in 
marriage. 
T he pastors of th e early Chris­ 
tian Church, deploring the rem nants of 
heathen superstition, sought by every pos­ 
sible means to root them out. They did not 
dare— and perhaps did not wish—to ut­ 
terly abolish long-established customs cher­ 
ished by the people, so, w hile preserving 
the outward forms, they sought to give 
them a Christian instead of a pagan sig­ 
nificance. 
In thl- par*icularinstance they 
appear to have sultetituted the names of 
saints for those of the women, and changed 
the tim e of the ceremony to February I4tli 
— St. V alentine's day. 
Fenn’s Paston Letters show unquestion­ 
ably th at the custom of choosing valentines 
was practiced among the gentry in Eng­ 
land in 1470. 
An allusion to it was made 
in several epistles, one of which we give in 
full 
as a specimen of fifteentli-century 
love-letters; 
The lack of sufficient dowry was a 
troublesome obstacle in the course of this 
true love, and the heavy-hearted maiden 
w rites: 
T< m y right wcU-bclored coucin John i ’a. ion. Keg., 
be this tetter ciuivcred, cic.: R ight w orshipful and 
w ell-b eloved V alentine, in m y m ost hum ble 
w ise, I recom m end m e unto you, etc. 
And I 
heartily thank you for the letter w h ich ye send 
m e by John llcckcrlon, whereby 1 understand 
and know th at ye be purposed to com e to Top- 
crolt in short tim e, ana w ith out any errand or 
m atter, but only to have a conclusion o f the 
m atter b etw ixt lily father and you. 
1 w ould be most"glad o f any creature alive so 
th at the m atter m igh t grow lo effect. And Ulere­ 
as (w hereas) ve say and (if) ye com e and find 
th e m atter no m ore tow ards you th an y e did 
aforetim e, ye w ould no more put m y father and 
m y lady m y m other to no cost nor business for 
that cause a good w h ile after, v, liich eauseth m y 
heart to be fu ll heavy; and if that ye com e, and 
th e m atter take to none effect, th en should I be 
m uch m ore sorry and lull o f heaviness. 
And, as for m yself, 1 h ave done and under­ 
stand in the m utter that le a n or m u y a s God 
know cth; and I let you olaiu iy understand that 
m y father w ill no inore m oney part w ithal in 
that behalf, but lOot, and tiftj mRrks. w hich is 
right tar from the accom plishm ent o f your de­ 
sire. 
W herefore, if ye could be content w ith that 
good and my poor person, i w ould be the m erri­ 
est m aiden on ground; and if ye think not your­ 
self so satisfied, or that \ c m ight liuve m uch 
m ore good, a.- I h ave understood by you afore, 
good. true and lovin g V alentine, that ye take no 
such labor upon you as to com e ir.ore for that 
m atter, but let ;v.'hati is pass and never m ore to 
be spoken of, us i m ay be your true lover and 
brad-wom ati du ring my life. 
No m ore unto you at th is tim e, but A lm ighty 
Jesus preserve you both body am i soul. etc. 
Bv y:our Valentino,Marcery Brews. 
Toperoft, 1170-7. 


From I’cpys, that most amusing and 
candid of diarists, we learn tlmt in the 
tim e of Charles II. the choosing of valen­ 
tines was not confined to the single alone, 
and th at the person chosen was invariably 
expected to give a present to the choosing 
party. 
On V alentine's Day, 1667, Pcpys 
w rites: 
“ T his morning canu- up to my 
wife's bedside (I being up dressing myself) 
little W ill Mercer to !>o her V alentine, and 
brought liter name w ritten upon blue paper 
in letters of gold, done by himself, very- 
p retty; 
and we were both well pleased 
with it. But 1 am also tiiis year my wile’s 
\ alentine, and It will cost me £7>; but th at 
I must have laid out if we had not been 
Valentines.” 
Two days after be adds : 
“ I find th at 
Mrs. Pierce’s little girl is my Valentine, ; 
she having drawn m e; 
for which I was t 
not sorry ; it easing me of som ething more ¡ 
th at 1 m u-t have given toothers. But here 
I do first observe the fashion ot draw ing ! 
mottoes as well as names, so th at Pierce, j 
who drew my wife, did draw also a motto, | 
and this girl drew another for me. 
\\ hat j 
m ine was 1 forgot, but my wife's was j 
‘ Most courteous and most fair.’ ” 
Soon afterwards, in 
alluding to the 
jewels of the celebrated Miss ¡Stuart, who | 
became Duchess of Richm ond, I’epys saystJ 
“ The Duke of York being once her \ alen- j 
line did give her a jewel of about £800, ; 
and my Lord Maudeville, her V alentine 
this year, a ring of about £¡>00.” 
In February, 1668, he writes: 
“ This 
evening my wife did w ith great pleasure 
shew me her stock of jewels, increased by- 
th e ring she hath made lately as my \ al- 
entine’s gift this y e a r; a Turkey stone set 
with diamonds. 
W ith tins and what she 
had, she reckons th at she hath above one 
hundred and fifty jiounds worth of jewels 
of one kind or another; 
and 1 am glad of 
it, for it is fit the wretch should have 
something to content herself with.” 
There was a tielief among the common 
people that on V alentine’s day birds chose 


their mates, and that, some mysterious in­ 
fluence of the day extending to men, the 
first unm arried person one met of the op­ 
posite sex was destined to become the 
future wife or husband. 
Pepys says, Feb­ 
ruary 14, 1662: 
“ I did this day purposely 
shun to be seen at Sir W. B atten’s, because 
1 would not have his daughter to l>e my 
V alentine as she was bust year, there being 
no great friendship between us now as 
formerly. 
This morning in comes W. 
Bower, who was my- wife’s V alentine, she 
having, at which I made good sjiort to 
myself, held her hands all the morning 
th at she m ight not see the pavnters that 
were at work in gilding my chimney-piece 
and picture in my dining-room.” 
A young miss, who signs herself A ra­ 
bella W himsey, in a letter to the editor of 
the Connoisseur, gives us a glimpse of some 
of the curious and absurd practices con­ 
nected with St. V alentine’s day in her 
time. 
She appears to have devoted her­ 
self to trying all m anner of superstitious 
spells for th e determ ining of love affairs, 
and under date of February 17, 1755, 
w rites: “ Last Friday, Mr. Towtie, was 
V alentine’s day, and I’ll tell you what I 
did the night before. 
I got five bay leaves 
and pinned four of them to the four cor­ 
ners of my pillow, and the fifth in the 
middle, and then if I dream t of my sweet­ 
heart. Betty said we should be m arried 
before the year was out. 
But to make it 
more sure, 1 boiled an egg hard, took out 
the yolk, and filled it with stilt, and when 
1 went to bed ate it, shell and all, w ithout 
speaking or drinking after it. 
W e also 
wrote our lovers’ names on bits of paper 
and rolled them up in clay and put them 
into water, and th e first that rose up was 
to be our Valentine. 
W ould you tliink 
it? 
Mr. Blossom was my m an! 
1 lay- 
abed and shut my eyes ail the m orning till 
he came to our house, for 1 w m id not have 
seen another man before him for all the 
world.” 
Misson, who lived in the early part of 
the last century, says in bis “ Travels in 
England: “ On the eve of St. V alentine's 
day the young folks of Englaud and Scot­ 
land, by a very ancient custom, celebrate a 
little festival. 
An equal number of maids 
and bachelors get together; each writes 
tiieir true or some feigned name upon sepa­ 
rate billets, which they roll up, and draw 
bv way of lots, the maids taking the men's 
billets and the men the maids’ ; so that 
each of the young men lights upon a girl 
whom he calls his V alentine, and each of 
the girls upon a young man whom she 
calls hers. 
By this means, each one has 
two Valentines, hut the man sticks faster 
to the V alentine th a t lias fallen to him 
than to the V alentine to whom he has 
fallen. 
Fortune having thus divided the 
company into so many couples, the Valen­ 
tin e' give balls and treats to their mis­ 
tresses, wear their billets several days 
upon their bosoms or sleeves, and this lit­ 
tle sport often ends in love.” 
T he notion that on V alentine’s day the( 
birds choose tiieir mates, seems to have 
been popular, particularly in the rural 
districts, and Chaucer, Shakespeare, M er­ 
rick, Gay, and others allude to it. 
The Prineess Elizabeth, daughter of 
Jam es I., and grandm other of George I., 
was m arried on the 
14th of February, 
1614, to Frederick, Count Palatine of the 
R hine. 
Dr. John Donne, the divine and 
poet, wrote a poem on the occasion, and, in 
the opening lines, thus beautifully alludes 
to the prevalent superstition : 
H ail, Bishop V alentino, w hose day th is is ! 
A ll the air is thy diocese, 
A nd all the chirpin g choristers 
A nd other birds thy parishioners; 
Thou m arryest every year 
T he lyric lark and the grave, w hispering dove, 
The sparrow th at n eglects his life for love: 
T he household bird w ith the red stom acher, 
Thou m ak'st th e blackbird speed as soon 
As doth the goldfinch or the h alcyon — 
T his day m ore cheerfu lly th an ever shine, 
T his day w h ich m igh t inflam e th yself, old V al­ 
en tin e. 
One of the earliest known w riters of 
valentines was Charles, Duke of Orleans, 
father of Louis X II. 
Taken prisoner at 
the battle of Agin court, he employed some 
of the leisure of his captivity in England 
in w riting amorous 
poetical 
addresses 
suited to the day. 
Drayton, a contempo­ 
rary of Shakespeare, wrote a charm ing 
poem, “ To My V alentine,” two verses of 
which we q u o te: 


Muse bid th e m om aw ak e : 
■Sad w inter now declines. 
E ach bird doth choose a m ate 
T his day’s St. V alentine's ; 
For that good bishop’s sake 
Get up and let us see 
W hat beauty it sh all be 
That fortune us assigns.

THE CHURCH AND THE DRAMA. 


T he Chr:>*ian I'nion has this significant 
line in a recent ed ito rial: “ The first duty 
ot‘ the Church is to repudiate infinitely 
uml with some vigor of enunciation, the 
historical attitude of antagonism to popu­ 
la r amusements.” 
W hen the Church does this can it not 
very largely command and control popu­ 
la r amusements, and is not control always 
preferable to antagonism ? 
W hen the 
C hun h, for the good possible in the future, 
undert imes in the present to mold the 
dram a, for instance, it w ill find popular 
opinion more ready than is generally lie- 
lieved to adapt itself to the better forms 
of the dram a, and those representations 
th a t n*t even the most exacting of the 
CT.ur -h will disapprove. 
In fact the 
Church does not condemn the dram a, since 
it lists it in many forms, and is alive to its 
potency for good and ill. 
It draws the 
line at the theater, and refuses to step over 
it for the rescue of the dram a from the 
desecrated temple. 
In short. It would 
seeui to prefer bombardment at ineffective 
long-range, 
it is replies! that attem pts in 
this direction have failed ; that a theater 
free from that the Church must condemn, 
Cannot be m aintained, and th at experi­ 


m e n ts in that direction have proved abor­ 
tive. 
Hut it is a question w hether such 
efforts have lieen made by right agencies. 
Again, any -urh reform as should be con­ 
tem plated is not the work of a day, or a 
year, or a decade. 
T he real question is 
w hether or 
not 
by unity 
of action 
church "> may mot bring forces to bear 
th a t 
will eventually result as desired. 
It is thinkable that as a patron and critic 
of the dram a at close quarters, the great 
moral force at the command of the Church, 
m ay purify the theater and bring about 
th e day the.w orld can rejoice in the de­ 
cline and final extinction of the gross, 
sensual and immoral ujxm the Stage, o r at 
least mark out the broad distinction K*- 
tw ecn legitim ate and illegitim ate. 
T hat 
th e public heart would prove responsive to 
such an eflbrt on the part of ungloved 
C hristianity, is found in its quick recogni­ 
tion of every pure sentim ent, and its hearty 
plaudits of every lofty expression and 
pure thought 
that 
find 
voice 
upon 
th e stage. 
The clergyman never has so 
quick response to an ennobling sentim ent 
from the pulpit as the actor lias from the 
jrallerv. 
It cannot lie said that this is of 
.the order of superficial recognition that 
Irioe accords to virtue at nearly all times. 
&t lies a great deal deeper than the Church 
bs possibly willing to admit. 
At least, it 
[l»iu>t be conceded that it is sufficiently ma- 
E 


t rial to command the respect of the work- 
nttn’s hands. 
The great public, aside from 
É,. i \ la-ive scholar!v class, will not !>e 


made to understand how the priesthood 
can approve the reading of Shakespeare, 
and refuse to witness the genius of the 
dramatist in the highest form of its ex­ 
pression, because the stage is in many re- 
sfieets degenerate. 
Nor will it be patient 
with excuses foA efusing to undertake to 
reform that which the reformers delare is 
a fit subject for reformation. 


SCATTERING EDUCATION. 


There have been many conventions of 
school teachers during the w inter through­ 
out the Union. 
It is notable th at in 
nearly all of them there has been com­ 
plaint th at the results of popular educa­ 
tion are not satisfactory in a degree pro- 
¡Kirtioned to the effort made. 
One cause 
for this is certainly to be found in our en­ 
deavor to put too much upon the scholars. 
The failure in results is largely due, in 
other words, to our eflbrt to make the 
schools do duty for all the needs of phys­ 
ical, moral and intellectual training of 
children. 
The instant a failing develops, 
we rush to the schools and insist upon the 
corrective being ■> there applied in the 
form of new branches of instruction. Thus 
there isa demand th a t children be taught 
in the schools all m anner of trades, a 
goodly percentage of the arts and an end­ 
less num ber of technical branches. 
It has 
gone so far th at even the domestic arts are 
urged as additions to the common school 
curriculum . 
There is a large class who 
would have the arts of housewifery taught, 
cooking, sewing, chamber care and kitchen 
economy; and a larger class who run away 
w ith the idea that carpenters, m achinists 
and other tradesmen are to be made, or at 
least put in the way of making, by in ­ 
struction in the public schools. 
This we 
do not believe feasible. 
The right policy 
is to confine the instruction in the schools 
to 
those fundam ental branches neces­ 
sary 
for 
all 
men 
and 
women 
to 
acquire 
who 
are 
to 
occupy 
places 
of activity in 
the world. 
To 
tech­ 
nical and manual labor schools we should 
relegate all these 
extraneous subjects. 
From the common schools let us expect, 
not superficial knowledge on a great vari­ 
ety of subjects, but comparative thorough­ 
ness on a few. 
An E astern journal some­ 
what facetiously treats the subject in this 
m an n er: “ W hat our children learn at 
school is good as far as it goes, but it is im ­ 
perfect and stops short of the point where 
education becomes available in the sense 
of enabling its ¡assessor to ‘catch on,’ so 
to put it, and become a self-supporting and 
self-reliant citizen. 
One reason for this, 
we jnav readily believe, lies in the tru th 
that our schools take more account of im ­ 
pressing upon the minds of pupils a given 
and invariable collection of abstract facts 
than of teaching the philosophy of such 
facts aud showing th eir relations to the 
business of life. 
The teacher becomes a 
mere machine, the pupils partake of the 
same character, and the result is a dull and 
daily grinding, out of which we get only a 
mechanical result.” 


Orient, having direct communication with 
San Francisco.” 
The necessity for prompt 
action on the part of California is not 
questioned by any one. A bill is now be­ 
fore the Legislature looking to the estab­ 
lishment of a station on San Francisco 
bay, on the Contra Costa shore, as recom­ 
mended by the ¡State Board of Health ;

NOT ANARCHISTS. 


A SIDE IRRIGATION QUESTION. 


From Placer, E l Dorado and Amador 
counties come complaints to us in a m atter 
of irrigation, which, the complainants in ­ 
sist, are not covered by the provisions of 
the present law, nor of any of the proposed 
water bills. 
It is set forth th at where 
there are established ditches of companies 
serving water in the foothills, it frequently 
'occurs th at a consumer can only procure 
the w;iter by means, of a service line that 
must cross the lands of others. 
The upper 
proprietor lias it thus in his power to com­ 
pel the lower land-owuer to pay him w hat­ 
soever the former chooses to charge for the 
right of way. 
In some cases this levy has 
amounted to extortion, and in others flat 
refusal to perm it the transportation of the 
water has cut oil' the lower land-owners 
entirely. 
In l’lacer county it Is said no 
remedy has been found adequate, and in 
not a few cases owners are driven to pum p­ 
ing from wells in consequence. 
It is asked 
that the right bo given, under proper re­ 
strictions, to condemn a right of way from 
a supply-ditch to a consumer across the 
lands of an interm ediate owner. 
Prac­ 
tically we know of more than one case 
where grave injury lias been done to large 
interests from the mere surly refusal to 
perm it of the needed transportation of the 
water. 
The foothills people, who lay the 
complaint, insist th at they should lie given 
the right of way, after fair compensation, 
irrespective of the organization of irriga­ 
tion districts, and th at their need should 
not he made dependent upon organized 
irrigation schemes as proposed. 
Section 4 of Assembly Bill No. 410, now 
before the Legislature, provides that any 
person contem plating 
appropriation 
of 
w ater for irrigation purposes may acquire 
in advance, or at any other time, property 
necessary for such appropriation, for the 
full and complete enjoyment of such ap­ 
propriation, by proceeding under the law 
of eminent domain; This, it is believed by 
the friends of irrigation in the Legislature, 
gives the lower land proprietors ample 
remedy ; or at least it gives a ditch company 
power to secure a right of way for its cus­ 
tomers. 
B ut the foothills people would 
prefer an affirmative Act precisely fitting 
their case. 


THE QUARANTINE STATION. 


Surgeon-General of the United States 
M arine Hospital Service, John B. H am il­ 
ton, lias filial with the Treasury D epart­ 
m ent his report for the fiscal year 1884. It 
i- an elaborate document, and replete with 
information regarding the preservation of 
the public health. 
In one section the 
G eneral refer- to the Pacific coast quaran­ 
tine, in which he declares th at a good 
quarantine is greatly needed on the ('ali- 
fom ia coast. 
He refers to the efforts made 
to induce this State to establish a station 
and the failures th at have resulted. 
H e 
says th at the departm ent offered to station 
an inspector and establish a temjiorary 
boarding-station at llacoon straits, in San 
Francisco bay, but it was obvious that, in 
view of the threatened invasion of cholera, 
funds sufficient for the erection and estab­ 
lishm ent ot a complete quarantine system 
could not lie spared from the balance of 
the only available appropriation. 
H e 
aiiils; “ The authorities of San Francisco, 
while willing and ready for the establish­ 
m ent of a perm anent station, declined the 
proffer of temporary assistance. 
T hat they 
are now and have been in need of such 
quarantine, is well shown by the fact that 
yellow-fever has prevailed at Panama and 
on the western Mexican coast, and cholera 
ar«d ruall-pox arc constantly found in the 


People who assume to believe that the 
dynam ite outrages in England represent 
only a sort of warfare by Irish people 
against G reat Pritain, are short-sighted.

On the contrary, such 
procedure, we believe, will make oppression 
more oppressive, and in England itself it 
is resulting in the discharge from employ­ 
ment of tens of thousands of Irish artisans 
and laborers who are dependent upon 
English employment for daily necessities. 
But the dynam ite campaign is by no 
means Irish in its genesis. 
It represents 
in fact those uneasy elements of society 
th at are at work to upturn present condi­ 
tions and inaugurate the rule of anarchy. 
As a class we do not believe the Irish 
desire any such results. 
The benefits 
showered upon them in America, the op­ 
portunities this land has afforded them for 
development, the free field the U nited 
States is to them for advancement and the 
working out of th eir highest possibilities, 
are too greatly appreciated by the Irish to 
lead them to assault a republican form of 
government. 
D ynam ite procedure is horn 
of European socialism, and in the legiti­ 
mate fruit of the insidous growth of an­ 
archism. 
It is unfortunate perhaps that 
the Irish have lieen related to this pro­ 
cedure as they have, hut it is clear th at 
they do not have any sym pathy, as a class, 
w ith the diabolical schemes of th e black- 
hand conspirators whose vicious aim is 
to overthrow Presidents as well as Kings, 
and the systems of self-government as well 
as those where there Is a ruling class. 
If 
it comes to a struggle between Anarchists 
and the friends of republican institutions 
we are perfectly certain th at the Irish can 
be counted upon to rally under the Hag of 
free governm ent of the U nited States of 
America. 
They are not to Ik- estim ated as 
such fools as to lie led off'into ruin by the 
European scum that is doing its utmost to 
create trouble in this country.

IvONDon, February 13th.—The recent dy­ 
nam ite explosion in the Hot.se of Com­ 
m ons dem onstrated the fact that under ex­ 
isting rules governing the admission of 
strangers to the galleries and lobbies of the 
Houses of Parliam ent, it would b e a n easy 
m atter for dynam iters to convey explosives 
into the buildings during the session of 
Parliam ent and cause the death of m any 
of its members. T he Government has de­ 
cided to adopt more stringent rules regu­ 
lating the admission of visitors. 
Members 
of Parliam ent in future will not be allowed 
to introduce strangers into the galleries and 
lobbies. The Speaker of the House of 
Commons alone will have the right of 
granting tickets of admission to visitors, 
and he will only issue tickets to members 
for their friends, after having received a 
week’s notice, so that in the mean tim e the 
antecedents of the proposed visitors can be 
inquired into. Turnstiles will be erected 
at the entrance to the galleries and lobbies, 
and experienced detectives will be posted 
at each turnstile to carefully scrutinize 
strangers. 
In su rrection in C en tral A m erica . 
W ashington. February 13th.—W. K. Cur­ 
tis. Secretary of the United States Commis­ 
sion to South and Central America, sends 
the following, under date of Curacoa, West 
Indies, February 3d ; 
“ The United States 
Commission to Central and South America 
arrived here this morning, en route from 
Venezuela to the United States of Colom­ 
bia, but found the condition of affairs in 
the latter country such as to m ake it not 
only useless, but impossible to visit Bogota 
now, and will go directly to Aspinwall 
and Panam a, wliere they will take a steam­ 
er for Guatemala, with the intention of re­ 
turning to Colombia after their visit to 
Central America, in ease peace in that 
country is by that tim e restored. 
All com­ 
m unication between Colombia and the out­ 
side world is suspended by either m ail or 
telegraph. 
No foreign steamers dare stop 
at Savannlla, the port of entry for Bogota, 
because that place is in the hands of the 
revolutionists, who have seized everything 
afloat upon the Magdalena river, as well as 
all provisions and other commissary sup­ 
plies in the Custom-house or in the car­ 
goes arriving. 
“ All freightforC olom hianportsissent to 
Aspinwall, from which place it will lie for­ 
warded to its destination when the revolu­ 
tion is suppressed, but from reports cur­ 
rent here the revolutionists have the ad­ 
vantage of the Government, and are likely 
to keep it. T he rebels are in possession of 
the Custom-houses at Savanilla and Barnn- 
quilla, the principal ports of entry, and de­ 
manded the paym ent of duties on all im ­ 
ported goods rem aining in bond. 
W hen 
this was refused tlie goods were seized. All 
packages of supplies were confiscated for 
tlie use of revolutionary troops, and the 
other merchandise was sold at auction and 
the proceeds appropriated fur the support 
of the same party. 
A n a rch ists in S w itzerlan d . 
B erne, January 13th.—The police re­ 
ported to the Government that 2,000 A n­ 
archists reside in Switzerland, and they are 
chiefly of foreign birth. The leading sec­ 
tions are centered in Zurich, Geneva, Lu­ 
zerne, Berne, Lausanne and Fribourg.

REVIEW OF BOOKS. 


The talented President of Vale, Xonii 
Porter, I). I)., LL.D.. has just given to the 
thoughtful world a work that should com­ 
m and a place in every library, public or 
p rivate, and be read by all men. 
Its title 
reads “ Tlie Elem ents of Moral Science, 
Theoretical aud Practical." 
It was written 
formerly for the use of college and univer­ 
sity students, and this very preparation 
gives it a cast that makes it all the more 
valuable to the well-informed reader. 
It 
presupposes some fam iliarity with psycho­ 
logical and philosophical studies ami a will­ 
ingness to think chisely and earnestly. Vet 
our conviction is positive that the hook 
would be clearly comprehensible by the 
general reader, and even by those who 
m ake this their first effort in the study of 
m oral science or of psyi hoiogicand philoso­ 
phical topics. The pages of the volume 
are as clear as crystal ; there is no confusion 
of th o u g h t; no doubt or timidity in ex­ 
pression, and 
not a lino that is 
not 
direct and im printed with the earnest 
of conviction. 
W hoever, for instance, 
will 
take 
up 
the 
subdivision 
on 
“ Duties to Our Fcllowu.en " cannot fail to 
comprehend the teachings of its pages; lie 
will find nothing involved and no proposi­ 
tion stated that does not address itself di­ 
rectly to the reason by logical courses. 
Compared with Hicocfe, Porter is clearer in 
his jiereeptions and more forcible in ex­ 
pression, while bis style is characterized by 
greater finish and the evidences of more 
cultured scholarship. Such a work as that 
before us, embracing nearly 600 pages, is 
not to be analyzed w ithin the lim its per­ 
missible in these columns at this time. 
Jt 
must suffice to say that it is one of the 
most forcible, clear and rational exposi­ 
tions of the day; that it is not a scholastic 
treatise merely ; it is as broad as the realm 
of thought, and its conservatism is that of 
Conviction. T he venerable author him self 
says, in referring to the opinions expressed, 
that these, and the grounds for them , are 
the fruits of more or less reading and reflec­ 
tion, and that none of them have been in­ 
considerately adopted. 
Suggesting that 
some may think he has treated the theory 
of morals with too great fullness and m i­ 
nuteness, he says ; “ In the view of the 
writer, the most, if not all, of these theo­ 
retical questions have a more or less di­ 
rectly practical bearing, and are sure to be 
im portant in the crises of actual life.” 
H e 
adds, for the completeness of this part of 
the work, a som ew hat full and critical ex­ 
hibition of the progress of ethical specula­ 
tion is also required. Such an historical 
sketch the author had intended to furnish, 
but was deterred by tlie fear of m ak­ 
ing 
his 
treatise inconveniently 
large. 
Further 
on 
in 
his 
modest 
intro­ 
duction 
this 
em inent 
logician 
says : 
“ The practical discussions and enforce­ 
ments may scent ta some to be too long; 
to others, too brief. The author has aimed 
to treat all questions of this kind in the 
light of principles which underlie them , 
and to leave to ids readers to supply m any 
of the special applications which would 
naturally suggest themselves. H e earnestly 
hopes that the discussion of m any of these 
practical questions m ay be a healthful log­ 
ical and m oral discipline to many persons 
of both sexes, and lead them to invest a' 
life of duty w ith the dignity and respect 
which properly belong to it. 
Especially 
does lie desire th at the enforcement of 
social obligations may awaken in 
the 
m inds of young persona a more enlight­ 
ened judgm ent, a more fervid faith, and a 
more ardent zeal with respect to those in­ 
stitutions which give to Christendom its or­ 
ganic lile.”

C tfllfornia’s H op Crop. 
The raising of hops in California is a 
business largely engaged in, and no doubt 
will become one of tbe leading industries 
in the near future. So far, it is confined to 
the central and northern sections of the 
State, in the vicinity of Sacramento and in 
the counties of Yolo, Lake, Sonoma, Napa 
and Mendocino. The hops grown in this 
State are of good quality, although it is 
claimed that the best article is raised in 
w hat is called the Russian River section. 
Tbe only hops raised ill southern California 
are grown in Los Angeles county, where 
there are two small yards, aggregating about 
3 5 acres, and which produced tbe past 
season about 300 bales. 
George W. Hubbard, agent for a large 
firm in Philadelphia, which deals exclu­ 
sively in hops, is at present in the city. In 
conversation with a reporter yesterday, lie 
said be had located at Tustin City, in Los 
Angeles county, where be proposed to re­ 
side in the future.

-beer, porter, or other fermented liquors shall 
be required to label each barrel, keg, bottle, 
or other vessel containing any fermented 
liquors, oil the side and on the spigot end 
of the barrels, kegs and vessels, other than 
bottles, with a label printed w ith type not 
sn aller than pica, and to renew the same 
whenever it is illegible. 011 which label 
shall be printed a statem ent showing the 
true nam e of each ingredient or component 
part (other than water) of which or from 
which said beer or fermented liquors shall 
have been made or manufactured. 
Tlie 
nam e and quantity of every substitute for 
hops or malt shall be truthfully stated, and 
the brewer's nam e shall appear at the bot­ 
tom of said label. 
Section 2 provides th at for every violation 
of this Act by neglecting to label each 
barrel, keg, or bottle, as hereinbefore pro­ 
vided. or by so labeling the same as to con­ 
vey the idea that the contents thereof are 
different as to the materials used, from what 
they really are. or for retailing, selling or 
offering for sale any fermented liquors 
whatsoever within tiie State of New York, 
from vessels, barrels, kegs, casks or bottles 
containing beer, ale or other fermented 
liquors, brewed or manufactured by brew­ 
ers in this ¡state or any other Slate in the 
United States, which casks, vessels, barrels, 
kegs. or bottles, are not labeled as herein 
provided, the person or persons so selling or 
offering f< >r sale shall be subject to a fine of 
$300 and im prisonm ent for not more than 
one year for such offense, or both such fine 
and im prisonm ent, 
if the bill becomes a 
laAV it will take effect on the first day of 
January, 1SS6.

During the past few years we have re­ 
ceived m any letters from people all over 
the Eastern,*. Middle and 
Northwestern 
¡states, m aking inquiries in regard to our 
foothill lands, such as quality, fertility, 
prices, clim ate, facilities lor m arketing, 
healthfuiness, etc.. and we have answered 
m any in a general way. This goes to show 
¡a hat bur section is hy no m eans wholly un­ 
known to intending im m igrants from those 
frigid sections. There will be an im mense 
im m igration to this State this season, and 
we have no reason to doubt tbat Hte foot­ 
hills w ill be sought m uch more than here­ 
tofore by tb at class. 
It is for their interest 
to come' and it is surely our interest to have 
them come. 
We should cordially welcome 
them as they do come am ong us seeking 
homes, and pu t ourselves in a position to 
give them all the inform ation they m ay 
desire, and assist them in finding suitable 
lands for their future homes, u u r im m i­ 
gration Association will soon be able to do 
m uch in this direction, but every man en­ 
gaged in business ought to m ake it a point 
to keep posted, and co-operate with tlie 
Association—constitute him self an au x il­ 
iary aid thereto. 
Lands in the central and 
southern sections of the State are now held 
at such exorbitant rales that they are be­ 
yond the teach of a majority of im m i­ 
grants, while as good or better land is 
Within reach of all here, much of w hich 
may be-had for the asking, and oí alm ost 
any desired quality, suitable for vineyard, 
fruit, agricultural or grazing purposes, and 
even for mining.

It may be rem arked that in a large portion 
of the county fruits of alm ost every kind 
know n to northern and semi-tropical coun­ 
tries grow in these foothills, and produce 
in abundance, while every variety of grape 
known to viniculture flourish, grow and 
produce more abundantly than in their 
native soil, and our wine and raisin inter­ 
ests are becoming very im portant factors 
iu our source of wealth. Indeed, take the 
foothills altogether—their wonderful pro­ 
ductions. mild and delightful climate, pure 
atm osphere and freedom from all disease- 
producing causes, the sm all area of ground 
under intelligent 
cultivation 
that will 
m aintain a family in eumfort—render, in 
our judgm ent, the foothills the most desir­ 
able portion of the State, and to small 
farmers, or families with lim ited means, no 
country in the world offers so m any in­ 
ducements.—[Placerville Observer.

Born as a slave in 
1817, in Virginia, he was freed .by Joshua 
Coffin, and left for Pennsylvania, where he 
resided for some years. The abolitionists 
before th e war made quite a stir about his 
cas.* as m any attem pts were made to kid­ 
nap him.

age, Captain 
Wilson, then 
an 
agent of the 
slavedealers’ associa­

Bolts, 
of 
New 
Orleans. 
Managing 
to escape, he went to New York. From 
thence becam e to California in 1850 with 
Nathaniel Gray, on board tire Sarah Sands. 
He left behind him a wife and two chil­ 
dren. On arriving in ibis State, fearful lest 
he should be returned to bis owners, he 
wandered around the mines, and subse­ 
quently went to the Hawaiian Island, and 
from there to Australia. H is great fear was 
that Captain Wilson, of the Sarah Sands, 
being the sam e man who sold him into 
slavery after being freed, w ould attem pt to 
place him in slavery again. At the tim e 
referred to California was in an unsettled 
state, and every effort was being made not 
only to m ake it a slave Stale, but to return 
the slaves who iiad gained their liberty to 
their form er owners. Mr. Gray took a 
deep interest in the man. and having 
lost sight of hint for m any years, after 
three m onths of advertising found him 
and lias been enabled to send him home, 
after a thirty years’ absence, to his wife 
and family, all of whom ho believed to be 
dead. The m an’s adventures would fill a 
volume, for lie has seen much of the world, 
and lias had his ups and downs, wealthy 
one day, poverty-stricken and hunted down 
the next, but at last returns to his home in 
New York city to spend his rem aining , 
days in the bosom of Ids long-lost family. !

Cuttings arc frequently m ade by inexperienced 
w orkm en, and tor this reason should be care­ 
fully sorted by the purchaser w hen received. 
The base should be cut. if necessary, close to 
the lowest bud. and doubtlul qualities should be 
laid as ile tor the nursery, w hich all prudent 
plan.crs provide Ior so as to have rootea stocks 
to lake tit" p ace of cuttings th at m ay not grow, 
it is best to m ake allow ance for at least twenty- 
five per cent. loss. If the nursery should con­ 
tain, fortunately, more than are needed the 
roots ra n be sold at a profit. 
W herever a loss ol tw enty per cent, or m ore 
m ay be reasm ab ly expected, if cuttings are 
used, it w ill be cheaper, all things considered, 
to purchase rooted vines. A loss of tw enty per 
cent iu one hundred acres planted mean» a h ss 
of the expense of planting and cultivating 
tw enty acres, besides the loss of tim e, w hich 
wiii result in a reduction of th e crop ol tn e third 
anil fourth years of a pro)ajrtionate am ount, 
bc-itles the derangem ent of the regularity in tiie 
grow th o f th ’e vines, th e stronger ones robbing 
th e weaker. It aiso com plicates the pruning, 
w hich m ust be practiced accordingtothe devel­ 
opm ent oi the vineyard. 
Iu places w here a very 
sm all percentage of lo¡8 is feared, cuttings are 
generally preferred to roots, som e varieties 
take root w ith com parative difficulty: others 
with great facility. In'ioose, warm , w ell-drained 
but m oist soiis, cuttings generally root easily. 
In col» d a y soils, and in dry surface alluvions, 
especially w hen they are subject to Lot north 
v mds, the danger of loss is great and rooted 
vines are in most dem and. For m ost parts of 
the ban Joaquin and Sacram ento valleys and the 
Sierra loothills, rooted vines will o.leu be pre­ 
ferred. 
T he general prae'ice is to cut the roots back 
n* ar th e base before pluutiug, and to prune the 
tops to one short spur w ith two buds. 
In planting seedling resistant vines it is best 
to trim off all the lateral roots for a space of 
about three inche.-, below the crown, so as to de­ 
velop a good m ain root to graft into, and to 
avoid waste of root developm ent, w hich m ust 
be cut aw ay in grafting. 
Stocks of the Natoma Vineyard. 
D uring the lost two sca-ons the N atom a W ater 
and M ining Com pany has planted w ith great 
care about tw o thousand acres of the choicest 
vines in the State. 
It was th eir intention to 
plant one thousand acres m ore during the com ­ 
ing season, and for this purixwe a large nursery 
wus established. Owing to a postponem ent o f 
further planting these nursery stocks are ofl'ered 
through me for kr!c. This opportunity for ob­ 
taining desirable rooted vines, from a nun" ry 
m ade in virgin soil, fiee from vino jkis<s, all the 
cuttings having also been carefully disinfected 
before planting. i< a fortunate one for m any new 
planters, especially lor those in the interior of 
the State w ho m ay d- sire vines acclim ated to 
their peculiar conditions. 
This com pany offers aiso a stock of cuttings of 
sim ilar varieties, all ot w hich w ill be p u t up 
carefully by experienced m en. 
Most interesting w ill be th eir offering of put­ 
tings from im ported rare varioties w hich have 
be, :i propagated by grafting in ISSo, upon old 
vines. As they require to use m ost of these st >eks 
in future for theirow n plantings, the opportunity 
to obtain them now should not be neglected by 
those who expect to need them , or who 
wish to test th eir values. Those who have oid 
vines requiring im provem ent by grafting m ay 
m ake useful experim ents and sr determ ine rap­ 
idly whteti varieties are best suited to their 
w ants. The State University has done this year 
a valuable work iu m aking experim ental fer­ 
m entations fron: the fruit of these grafts, w hich 
will aid in determ ining their true values. They 
w ire, however, not selected at random , tuft 
comprise the best know n in different pu:ts of 
France, Spain, Portugal and M adeira. W hen 
suitably located in California we m ay expect 
them to prove as satisfactory to our vine-.¿row­ 
ers as they are in Europe.

P a r t i c u l a r s o f M urray’s E x e c u tio n . 
P o etlan d , February 13th.—A t 1:20 this 
afternoon John W. Murray was hanged in 
the jail-yard in Portland for the m urder of 
his brother-in-law, Alfrcxl Yeuke, January 
G. 1; 84. 
The m urderer had trouble with 


his wife, and they had been parted for 
some tim e. On the night of the 6th Mrs. 
Murray and her brother were going home 
from á party, when M urray waylaid them 
on Second street and shot Yenke, killing 
him instantly. 
He then tired at his w ife. 
It was a cold-blooded m urder, and but lit­ 
tle sym pathy is felt for M urray. 
A few 
friends, however, labored all duy yester­ 
day, and up to the tiiue of the execution, 
to get Governor Moody to reprieve him , 
but the Governor sternly refused. The 
prisoner kept up his spirits, but refused the 
consultation or advice of ministers. The 
scaffold was erected in the jail-yard. and a 
high fence was built around it. 
No one 
was adm itted except members of tin• city 
press, officials and several friends of the 
condemned m an. 
W hen led upon tlie trap 
ho looked at his left side, as he faced south, 
and said to one of his attendants. “ This 
is w hat they are 
going 
to 
hang me 
w ith." 
Ho appeared quite composed, and 
betrayed very little nervousness at any time. 
After tlie reading of the death warrant, the 
Sheriff asked the doomed man if he had 
anything to say, in response to which he 
said : ’’ W ell, I don’t know as I can say a 
great deal.

him , after which the noose was adjusted 
around 
his neck and 
the black cap 
draw n over his head and neck. 
A rm >- 
raent of intense silence was 
followed 
by touching the head of a nail near the 
scaffold beam. 
The electric circuit was 
connected, and the doomed man dropped 
through tlie filial trap, a distance of about 
five feet, at exactly 1:22 o’clock. I’hysiciaiis 
im m ediately went under the scaffold and 
felt his pulse, which fell to 20 pulsations 
per m inute. 
Three m inutes later it rose up 
to 100, but in six m inutes was im percept­ 
ible, ami life was declared extinct. 
Physi­ 
cians state that liis neck was completely 
broken by the fail. The body was taken t*> 
the Morgue and dressed, and will be buried 
to-morrow bv his friends.
